Frans 101,01 Purpose and definitions. (1) The purpose of this chapter is
to administratively interpret those portions of chs, 343 to 349, Stats.,
relating to establishing a traffic violation demerit point system and revo-
cation and suspension of a person’s operating privilege.

Trans 101.02 Point schedule. (s. 343.32 (2) Stats,) The scaie of dement
pomts is listed according to the type of traffic conviction (violation).
This demerit point system is used to identify habitually reckless or negli-
gent operators who have repeatedl{ violated state or local trafitc laws for
the purpose of suspending or revoking operating privileges.

(24) When restriction, suspension, or revocation of operating privi-
leges is ordered by a court under s. 348.30, Stats., the point value charged
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against the record of the offender shall be in strict accordance with the
charge for which conviction is made as described in subs. (1) through
(22), except as provided in sub. (25) (a).

(25} (a) The demerit points charged against the record of any person
who holds a probationary license on the date of the conviction or any
unlicensed person who would be issued a probationary license if proper
application were made and all other requirements for license were met,
shali have the demerit point value shown for the convictions set forth in
subs. (1) through (22) increased by 2 points on the second and all subse-
quent convictions, Demerit points accumulated while operating as a
chauffeur by the holder of a probationary license shall be increased by 2
points against the probationary license, but shall not be increased by 2
points when applied against the chauffeur license.

{b) Any person whose operating privilege has been revoked or canceled
while unlicensed or while licensed under a probationary license shall be
issued a reinstated probationary license for the same period as an original
probationary license, .

(26) In determining the accumulated demerit points against an opera-
tor within 12 months, the department shall use the date each violation
was committed as the basis for the determination,

(27) Point values assessed under sub. {20) for violations occurring on
or after July 1, 1980 are based on conviction date, regardless of the date
notice of the conviction is received by the department. Any point value
which has been asséssed will be adjusted to refiect receipt by the depart-
ment of an earlier conviction,

Trans 101,04 Suspension or revocation of license. {1) Demerit points ac-
cumulated when a person is not operating as a chauffeur shall not be
counted against the chauffeur license unless specifically required by law,
but demerit points accumulated by a person when operating as a ehauf-
feur, or when the law requires assignment of points against the chaufieur
license, shall be counted against both the chauffeur license and all other
operator’s licenses,

{(2) The department shall suspend or revoke the operating privileges of
any person whose driving record shows that 12 points in 12 months from
the date of violation have been accumulated. Any person who has not
had the operating privilege suspended or revoked under ch. 343, except s.
343.30 (6) or 343.345, Stats., shall have the operating privilege sus-
pended. In all other cases the operating privilege shall be revoked.
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(8) The department shall revoke, or suspend if sub. (2) applies, the
chauﬂeur license of any person whose driving record shows an accumula-
tion of 12 points in 12 months for offenses committed while operating asa
chauffeur or when the law requires assngnment of pomts against the
chauffeur’s license. _

{5) The effective date of all departmental suspensions or revocations
under this rule shall be the date the order was mailed, except if the person
is currently under suspension or revocation, the effective date shall be the
date the license was surrendered for the previous action, or the date of
}:hf conviction causmg the new suspension or revocation, whichever is
ater.

(6) Revocatlons under the provisions of s, 343, 32 (1} (b), Stats,, shall
be for a period of 6 months. If a person was convicted of a traffic violation
that was a cause of an accident that resulted in the death of angther,
there shall be a revoeation for a period of 6 months under the provistons
of 8. 343 32 (1) {a), Stats,

Trans 101.05 Determination of poini value al reinstatement, (1) The de-
partment, upon issuing a reinstated operator’s lcense, shall reduce the
acenmulated pomt value to 6 points. If at the time of such reinstatement
the demerit point value in the immediately preceding 12 month penod is
less than 6, then the lesser point value shall be carried forward in the
record. Revocatlons and reinstatements urider s. 843.305, ch, 48 or 344,
Stats do not qualn‘y for a point reduction.

(2) The department upon retum of a license which has been sus-
pended except under chs, 48, 344, 345, Stats,, and ss. 343,18 (2) (a),
343.30 (1q) (d), 343.30 (6), 343, 305 and 343. 345 Stats., shall reduce the
accumulated point value to 6 points. If at the time of return the demerit
point value in the immediately preceding 12 month period is less than 6,
then the lesser point value shall be carrled forward m the record.

(3) Demerit point reductions under this Section shall apply only to de-
.ment points based on convictions dated before the reinstatement or sus-
pension termination date. Demerit points for convictions dated on or af-
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ter the date of reinstatement or suspension termination date shali be
added to the demerit point value on the date of reinstatement.

Trans 101.07 Reduction of poinl value for attendance at driver improve-
ment counseling, iraffic safety school or defensive driving courses. (1) In
accordance with the authority in s, 343.32 (8), Stats., and the require-
ments of this section, a person’s point record shall be reduced by 3 points
or the number of points accumulated up to 3, upon satisfactory comple-
tion of one of the following courses approved, in advance, by the
department:

(a) A course of instruction at a traffic safety school; _
(b) A course of instruction in defensive driving or simtilar course; or,

(é) Driver improvement counseling conducted under the program au-
thorized by s, 110.08, Stats. ' '

Note: See ch, MVD 23 or ¢h, Trans 106 concerning authorization, approval and adminis-
tration of traffic safety schools and defensive driving courses.

(2} The certified instructor of the traffic safety or defensive driving
course or the driver improvement analyst of the driver improvement
counseling program shaill furnish to the department a certification of
completion of an approved course. A separate certification shall be pro-
vided to the department for each individual in the course. ‘Fhe certifica-
tion shall be on the form prescribed by the department and must be made
within 30 days of satisfactory completion of the course in order to qualify
for point reduction. A eopy of the completed certification forin shall be
furnished to the student, another copy sent to the court or assessment
agency, if the student was assigned to the school, and one copy shall be
retained by the school. The department may approve the use of a repro-
duction of this form, at the request of a school, including computerized
verstons.

Note: The multipart form MVD-3304, course completion certificate, is available by mail
upon request. Each form produces an eoriginal and 3 copies, Send requests to DOT Document
Sales, P.O. Box 7713, Madison, Wisconsin 53707-7713.

(8) Each person is limited to only one point reduction under this sec-
tion in a B-year period,

(4) Prior to reaching the 6-point level, a person may voluntarily select
and take an approved course, specified in sub. (1) to obtain the necessary
certification for point reduection without notification from the
department.

(8) In those instances where the person attends an approved course
and is otherwise entitled to point reduction and the person’s record has
less than 3 points, the person’s record will be reduced by the record point
value. No eredit will be applied toward future point assessments nor
shall the opportunity be given to have the point record reduced again
within a 5 year period,

{6) No reduction in points will be permitted when attendance at a
school has been ordered by a court in Tieu of revocation following convie-
tion of operating while intoxicated.

(7) When a person has accumulated 6 to 11 points in 12 months, the
department may notify a person by first class mail to the last known
address that there is an opportunity to attend a course on a voluntary
basis, advising the person may seek the assistance of the department for
assignment to an approved course if enrollment is desired.

(8) Persons who have accumulated less than the demerit points re-
quired for suspension or revocation on their record under the point sys-
tem may be processed as provided by department rule for counseling and
re-examination of drivers. Upon receipt of certification of satisfactory
completion of one of the department approved courses, such person may
ble given a point reduction as provided in this chapter if otherwise enti-
tled to it.

(9) No reductions in points under this section will be permitted whena
person accumulates sufficient demerit points to require suspension or
revocation under this chapter. .

(18) Demerit point reductions under this section shall apply only to
demerit points based on convictions dated before the date of the course
completion. Demerit points for convictions on or after the date of course
completion shall be added to any current demerit point value,

(11) The person seeking the point reduction under this section shall be
responsible for any and all fees charged for the course.
